Ever since the ships of warring 
nations began to fight each other .in- 
numerable stratagems have been in- 
vented to circumvent the enemy. 

The oldest of all is to pretend to be 
what you are not. Thus a fine fri- 
gate in Nelson’s day would do its 
best to disguise itself as a harmless 
merchantman, until the enemy was 
near enough to engage, when up 
would go the white ensign, and the 
guns would begin to speak. 

Sir John Jellicoe is credited with 
having tricked the commander of an 
opposing fleet during nava] mano- 
euvres by fitting out his vessel with 
an extra funnel, which at a distance 
made the ship unrecognizable. This 
is interesting, because the ‘famous 
Captain Karl von Muller, of the Ger- 
man cruiser Emden, tried the same 
dodge, presumably with the idea of 
luring British merchant ctips to their 
doom, , 

On one’ occasion, during the mano- 
euvres,.an ingenious British admiral 
conceived the idea of letting loose a 
number of bogus submarines against 
the opposing fleet. They were con- 
structed by the artificers of the war- 
ships, and consisted of a very plaus- 
ible periscope, which showed above 
the water, but which had no sub- 
marine under it. . 

Such a subterfuge serves 4 double 
purpose. In the first place, the sud- 
den appearance of a number of peri- 
scopes on the surface is calculated to 
lead to a “jumpy” condition among 
the commanders of the fleet which 
May encounter this apparition. ,

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Fish Culture in Canada 


Artificial Propagation Necessary for 
Re-stocking Our Inland Lakes 

Artificial fish culture is a necessity 
in connection with some of Canada’s 
best food and game fishes. This is due 
in the first place to over fishing. Then 
many of the feeding and spawning 
grounds. in the ‘akes and rivers have 
been ruined by the careless deposition 
of industrial and other wastes. These 
conditions apply with especial force to 
such lake species as the whitefish, one 
of the finest of the food fishes. In 
1915, approximately 281. million white- 
fish fry were distributed in the Great 
lakes. During the present season three 
new hatcheries are in operation. One 
of these, situated near Kenora, On- 


.tario, was designed for the propaga- 


tion of whitefish and has a capacity of 
70 million eggs. A second, at Thur- 
low, near Belleville, Ontario, replaces 
@ smaller one that had been in opera- 
tion in former years at Newcastle. It 
will accommodate eight million sal- 
mon trout and over 60 million white- 
fish, and the third, i: Qu’Appelle park, 
has a capacity of 60 million eggs. The 
Kenora hatchery however, will be 
used for pickere] as well as whitefish, 
although the latter will be the fish 
chiefly handled, the fry being used in 
stocking the waters in the Lake of tha 
Woods .district. 

The government is to be commend- 
ed for assisting so materially in the 
maintenance of Canada’s fresh water 
fisheries. These have an annual value 
of about $4,000,000 and, if wisely con- 
served, are capable of great expan- 
sion. Besides, in districts such as 
the Lake of the Woods region, Keeping 
the waters stocked with game an 
food fish will serve to further enhance 
their value as tourist resorts. Canada 
is certain to be visited by an ever-in- 
creasing number of tourists within the 
next few years, and her fame as a 
“sporteman’s paradise’ will do much 
to increase the number.—A.D., in Con- 
servation.

Lightning Losses 
Protection of Buildings by Lightning 
__ Rods Greatly Reduces Losses 
It is an old and doubtful saying 
that “lightning never strikes twice in 
the same place.” Whon it does strike, 
however, it causes destruction and 
ath. During the month of April, 
throughout central and eastern On- 
tario and western Quebec, no fewer 


.}than 61 buildings were destroyed or 


damaged by lightning. It is doubtful if 
any of these buildings were protected 
by lightning rods! 

Isolated and exposed as they are 

to the danger of ightning, it seems 
remarkable that so few farm buildings 
‘are equipped with this cheap and ef- 
ficient protection. ’ 
Lightning rodg have proven their 
efficiency. Many buildings owe their 
Protection entirely to the fact that 
they were roddéa, and losses on these 
buildings have been reduced to a 
m‘nimum, . According to W. H. Day, 
Professor of Physics, of Ontario Agri- 
cultural College, “out of every thous- 
and dollars’ worth of damage done to 
unrodded buildings, by lightning, nine 
hundred and ninety-nine dollars’ worth 
/ would be saved if those buildings were 
properly rodded.” This opinion is 
based on data compiled from investi- 
gations and reports covering ten 
years and including a record’ of 599 
buildings that were struck by light- 
ning. Of these 317 were burned, or 
53.6 per cent. Of the 699 buildings 
only 18. were rodded, and of these, 
three were burned, cr 16.6 per cent., as 
against 63.6.’ 

When it is understood — that the 
losses to the insurance companies 
‘in Canada, by lightning,‘ approxi- 
mates a half million dollars annually, 
and that this represents probably less 
than, half of the total loss, the neces- 
sity. of more, adequate protection to 
farm buildings is apparent. 

Some records of lightning rod effic- 
jency follow: In Ontario for 1912, 
94% per cent.; for 1913, 92 per cent.; 
in Iowa, for eight years, 1905-1912, 
98.7 per cent:; in Michigan, inspected 
rods showed an efficiency. of 99.9 per 
cent, for four years, 1909-1912, inclu- 
sive. These figures are worthy of the 
careful consideration of the residents 
of the rural distr?cts of Canada.

The report of the Canadian branch 
of the international boundaries com- 
mission appointed in 1907 as a result 
of the treaty between Canada and the 
United States has presented its re- 
port to Premier Borden. W. J. Stew- 
art, on behalf of the commission, pre- 
sented to the prime minister beauti- 
fully bound copies of the report, with 
maps, 

The documents were handed over to 
Sir Joseph Pope, under secretary of 
state for external affairs to be. pre- 
served for the Canadian government. 
Mr. Stewart in making the presen- 
tation, pointed out that the report 
was entirely unanimous. 

The commission had found that 
there were considerable discrepancies 
between the American and British 
maps, as,shown up under the Treaty 
of Ghent in 1820, but all the difficul- 
ties had been satisfactorily settled. 
In accepting the documents, Premier 
Borden congratulated the commission 
upon the conclusion of its work.

His cruelty to others—marooning 
of prisoners, burning of ships with 
some of the crew still aboard, compell- 
ing recalcitrants to walk the plank, 
and the other tricks of the pirate who 
tried to live up to a reputation for 
ferocity—was matched by a great en- 
durance.of hardship himself, though 
it was displayed mostly in the way 
of braggadocio. Half mad with drink 
on one of his voyages, he determined 
to make his crew believe that he was 
the devil incarnate. 

“Come,” he cried, “let’s mak» a hell 
of our own, and see how long we can 
stand it.” With several others he went 
down into the hold, closing the 
hatches and, filling several pots with 
brimstone and other combustible mat- 
erial, set it on fire: The majority of 
the men were suffocated, but “Black- 
beard” rejoiced in his special powers 
of endurance.

Must Have Men With Strong Ideals}, 


and Single Purpose to Build up 

; the Community Life 

On many of our fafms, all too many, 
the owner is this year working with 
practically his all stakea upon the 
harvest. Last year’s disappointing 
harvest and others precedirg: that 
again was mére than a.great many of 
our pioneers could financially stand— 
but the demand of seed grain from the 
government has told the tale of con- 
ditions. ‘At this time then it might 
appear out of place to discuss nothing 
except practical or economic questions 
that will bear directly upon profits 
at the end of the year. These ques- 
tions we have discussed and will again 
discuss, but there are other matters 
that we must also bring up, 

This time of stress will’ pass, the 
experiences of our early pioneers tell 
us that. The agricultural history of 
the Dakotas, of Nebraska and Kansas 
tell us that they had their crop fail- 
ures in pioneer days and that thous- 
ands of these pioneer settlers were 
forced to leave these states. Yet a 
survey of these same states today sees 
them among the wealthy agricultural 
states of the Union with a large pro- 
portion of the pioneer landowners 
now landlords and their farms’ occu- 
pied by tenants. Time, together with 
corrections in our farming methods 
and econumic conditions, will make 
marked changes for the better. here. 
For these reasons and because already 
our older settlements are past these 
conditions we can surely turn to the 
consideration of other matters. 

It is not enough that the farmers of 
Western Canada should be money- 
makers. That is placing a very low 
ideal. Money should be but a means 
to an end. If the education of the 
outh of the farm, the creation of 
healthy social conditions and _ the 
building of comfortable farm homes 
is to be secondary to money making, 
then the high ideals of true agricul- 
tural democracy have been for- 
saken. i ; 

We cannot belieye, though, from 
the co-operative spirit shown by the 
farmers in Western Canada and from 
the principles as expounded at their 
gatherings that they are a body of 
mere money-makers for the sake of 
money-making.‘ But we believe there 


|is a danger that through being forced 


for a time’to devote their entire time 
to making money in putting their 
farm on a firm basis that this may 
become a permanent passion and, long 
after it were possible to.turn the mind 
to building up the community life 
through the home, church and school, 
it will still be occupied in gathering 
in wealth. 

Thousands of our farms are now in 
little time spent in 
laying out . the fields, in placing the 
farm buildings and shelter. belts and 
in planning out the buildings will 
leave an attractive farm ‘for all time 
in place of the chaos we often. see. 
Some time spent in guiding the school 
work, in assisting the teacher to be 
progressive, will give the boys and 
girls an education and inspiration 
that will be more valuable than any 
other wealth left them, while a com- 
fortable home with modern conveni- 
ences will stop that longing to retire 
to the village that so many farm 
women” Nave. Men in cities gather 
wealth that they may purchase a 
place in th country surrounded by na- 
ture’s beauty, while we of the coun- 
try have the beauty of nature so close 
at hand that we never so much a3 
glance at it’or encourage it in any 
way. 

Western Canada has not generally 
the natural beauty of many countries. 
It does not give the incentive to build 
up pleasant, ‘prosperous communities 
or permanent forms. Any incentive 
particular to pioneer settlers is to 
gather in wealth and remove to more 
pleasant lands. It is possible, though, 
to build up a comfortable agricultural 
country but we mvst have men with 
{deals ‘and a strong single purpose 
and, moreover, their minds must not 
turn exclusively to money-making.— 
Farmer's Advocate (Winnipeg).

In the Farm 


Glve Him Some Stock to Ralse and 
Sell For His Own Benefit 
What is your boy wor'h to you on 
the farm? No one can estimate, and 
yet boys by the score leave the farm 
every, year for town of city work. 
True, many of these boys do better 
at some other occup&tion than they 
would ever do at farming, but many 
others would have made better farm- 
ers than anything else,'and with a lit- 
tle tact and interest would never have 
thought of leaving the farm. : 


The boy growing into young man-| 


hood has an inherent and supreme de- 
sire to have something his very own, 
It is. this desire, perhaps, more than 
anything else which causes him to 
seek city employment. He thinks of 
the money which he can earn and 
have as his own to spend as he sees 
fit. In short, he wants to do for him- 
self. : 

The easiest and most logical way for 
the farmer to interest the voy in farm- 
ing, then, is to give him something to 
be his property. It is not necessary 
or practicable with young boys to pay 
a stated wage, although this is advis- 
able with the sons alter they have 
reached the age at which they are 
known as men. No farmer should ex- 
pect boys to work urtil 30 or. 35 years 
of age for their poard and crothes and 
a few cents spending money. But the 
main thing is to start when the boys 
are young to interest them in and 
satisfy them with their calling, Givo 
the boy a few hens and let him raise 
chickens for sale. Do not eat them all 
in the: fall. When sold the money 
should be the boy’s. Give him a sheep 


“or two, and allow him to raise and dis- 


pose of the lambs ag he sees fit. Make 
him the present of the best calf on 
the place, or one or two of the best 
little pigs in the litter. Never try to 
be good to him by giving him the 
“runt” or “crippled” pigs, the puny 
calf, the sickly lamb, or the tuber- 
cular chickens. Let him have the 
best, whic: will pleaco him greatly. 
Nothing will so discourage the lad 
ag working with the scrubs of the 
herd or flock, or, after making a suc- 
cess of his feeding, to see the stock 
sold and the money go. down into the 
bottom of his father’s pocket. There is 
more joy and satisfaction for the boy 
ip bringing a lamb, pig or calf to the 
selling age, making the sale himeelf, 
and disposing of the morey according 
to his own desire or inclinations than 
can be measured in words. Is‘ your 
boy not worth each year a pig or two, 
a calf or a pair of lambs? If so, he 
should -have this consideration, and 
soon agriculture would show a differ- 
ent front. Farm boys would be more 
ag to farm than to do anything 
else. 

Farm girls should receive like con- 
sideration. Poultry offers the best op- 
portunities to develop their talents for 
she should be allowed to make the 
most of these. A nice driving or rid- 
ing horse ‘is also a fine thing for the 
girl, and, by the way, the boy apprec- 
ijates a “driver” too. Girls should also 
have opportunities to develop their 
talents for music, and should not be 
expected to be scrubbing, cleaning and 
parses Dict the time. There is much 
n farming besides work and worr 
and the eouie people sHould os hee 
the brightest side of the picture.— 
Farmers’ Advocate.

“Before | had tinished my 1913 club 
* work 1 began to make pians ior bet- 
ter work in 1914. 1 had made some mis- 
takes and Mean. to prout by them. 

“| decided amoag otner things that 
I ougat to have ripe tomatoes Lor tne 
early market to catca the good prices. 
So early in February | pianted an 
early variety in three boxes tnat | 
piaced-in tront cof the south windows 
of a room .n the house. In the jatter 
part of March I transplanted some of 
the plants to small pusteboard boxes 
—one piant to each box. This enableu 
me to wove them to the open without 
disturbing the roots. As soon as it 
was war enough | set the rest in a 
cold frame, four inches apart each 
way. In April I planted the late 
variety in the hotbcd. 

“Tne plants in the cold frame and 
in the pasteboard boxes were very vig- 
orous and had some blooms when | 
transplanted them tu the opvn on May 
twenty-second. In all, | had more than 
600 plants. 

“Il hoed them after each rain and 
whenever | tnought they needed it. We 
came to this farm Curing the spring of 
1914, which gave us a garden full-of 
weeds, and I had my hands full keep- 
ing these pests under control. It was 
very dry and the plants did not grow 
very tall. So 1 decided not‘to stake 


them, but kept up the hoeing until the 
tomatoes began to ripen. 


lowa’s Champion in Tomato-Club Work 


“1 picked my first ripo tomatoes on 
July ninth. At first I got ten cents a 
pound tor them, but soon the price 
broke and after September | ‘could not 
get more than two cents a pound for 
tuem. . 

“After school opened I was kept 
busy picking. For several weeks it 
took me three evenings a week to get 
over the entire patch. ] often gathered 
as many as ten bushels, On the twelfth 
and thirteenth of October I had to 
pick the green tomatoes—in all, 1,083 
pounds. ‘There was no sale for these. 
We- used all We could at home and 
gave many to the neighbors, but still a 
great many went to waste. In all, we 
used 3,381 pounds at home. 

“I made a collection of fruits and 
vegetables, canned them and p:.t them 
on exhibit at the gtate fair. The ex- 
hibit took a first prize. For this ex- 
hibit and for my cther club work I 
also won a second and a fourth prize. 
I also canned thirty quarts of ap- 
ples, ten quarts of gooscberries, six 
pints of bvuns and a hundred quarts 
of tomatoes, . 

“During the state fair I helped to 
record and care for the exhibits sent 
in by the various club members. And 
at Clarinda I gave.a canning demon- 
stration for the county teachers’ meet- 
iug. 1 used my own canner, tomaotes, 
apples, and most-of my collection of 
canned fruits and vegetables to dem- 
strate how the work is done. 

“My expenses in connection with 
my tomato work were $15.61. My 
profits were $115.57, besides $23 in 
prizes won at. the state fair. I have 
enjoyed thig work; it-has enabled me 
not only to earn my own spending 
money but to pay my expenses at the 
farm camp. Then, too, I have built 
up a snug little bank account.” 

This girl lives at Clarinda, Page 
county, Iowa. The club work in her 
section was led by Mrs. Sarah Huf- 
talen, county superintendent. 

When O. H. Benson, in charge of 
club work in the Northern, Central 
and Western states, stopped over one 
day at the Chemawa Indian school, 
Marion county, Oregon, to give a lec- 
ture and demonstration on home can- 
» ning, he little thought that the lessons 
he taught, would bring such results as 
materialized shortly afterward.

Land Products Show at Portland, Ore- 
gon. The Indian cannin': team won 
tue first prize in the three days’ can- 
ning contest at last fall's: show. 

These girls competed with the cham- 
pion team of giris ‘from Pleasant 
muomne High school. They. were re- 
quired to can salmon, vegetables, 
truits and practically every tarm pro- 
duct. ‘there is hardly a school, sec- 
tion, class or race in this country to- 
day that has not adopted home can- 
ning as a profitabie method of con- 
verting surpiug and waste products of 
the garden and orchard into whole- 
some foods. The home-canning outut 
is teaching the new generation tue bas- 
ic principles of conservation and 
thrift. 

Florida’s girl champion in club work 
for 1914 is Pettie Deshong. She won 
fifty dollars in goid from the State 
bakers’ association and fifty dollars 
trom tne State reueration of Women's 
clubs. She is a Hillsboro county girl 
and has won the county championsnip 
for turee years. Just as she was ready 
lor couege ber club work profits anu 
prizes made it possible for ner to pay 
ner own expenses. All her prize 
money has been invested in educa- 
tion. 

“My club work hag helped me to 
learn about the goil, plants and nature 
generally,” says she. “Besides, the 
ciub Work made it possible for me to 
earn My own money at home. Two 
years ago | won a short course schol- 
arship at Tallahassee. I’m now in col- 
lege at Tallahassee. ; 

“My father’s tomato patch in 1914

Texas claims title to the 1914 south- 
ern championship in tomato growing 
by club members. Lois Robertson is 
the girl who brought that honor to 
the Lone Star state. 

She raised 5,660 pounds of tomatoes 
on one-tenth of an acre of land, show- 
ing a profit of $193. In addition she 
won a local county prize, consisting 
of a Jersey calf valued at twenty-five 
dollars; first prize at the Dallas fair, 
forty dollars; first prize. at the Waco 
Cotton Palace, twenty-three dollars; a 
canning outfit; grand championship 
scholarship in Baylor Female College, 
Belton, Texas; and miscellaneous 
prizes amounting to fifteen ddllars. 
Adding. the value of her prizes to the 
net returns from gales of her crop, she 
made a total of $496 on her tenth of an 
acre.

The boy or girl who becomes dis- 
couraged in club work because of 
some mistake that has interfered with 
immediate success loses a good chance 
to convert that mistaken into some- 
thing most valuable. The experience 
of Bertha Bailey, who made the sec- 
ond best records in garden and can- 
ning club work in Kentucky, for 1914, 
should interest every club member. 

“With my first cans of tomatoes,” 

says this girl, “I let them exhaust for 
five niinutes, then cooked them for 
seventeen minutes more—making in 
all twenty-two minutes. About the 
third day I found that a number of my 
cans had spoiled. I couldn’t eat or 
sleep until I found out what was the 
trouble. But I found out ' 
_ “I found that I had not cooked them 
long enough. Then I left the exhaust 
open for five minutes and cooked them 
thirty minutes—making in all thirty- 
five minutes, After' I had processed 
the cans by this schedule I didn’t lose 
a single one out of more than 400.”.

When Submarines Go Under 


Must Sink Slowly, Taking a~ Least 
Five Minutes for the Process 

Many people have the idea that as 
soon aS a submarine sees an enemy, 
the officer in command gives a sharp 
order, and almos+ before it has left his 
lips the submarine is diving beneath 
the waves. ; 

As a matter of fact the very latest 
submarines of the “F” class take a 
clear five minutes before they can be- 
come submerged. Many of the older 
submarines . took ten minutes to a 
quarter of an hour to sink. 

The reason that a submarine cannot 
dive quickly, like a fish, is because the 
water which must be let into her 
tanks to make her heavy enough to 
sink, must be let in comparatively 
slowly. If it were let in with a rush 
the chanceg are the vessel would not 
go own on an even keel, but would 
heel over and be in great danger of 
disaster. If water, too, were let ‘in 
too quickly there is a danger of letting 
in too much and in that case the sub- 
marine would sink ‘ike a stone to the 
bottom of the sea. ©

From a public 
standpoint an abundance of lawor 
shows an unfavorable condition, but it 
is well to feel assured that the harvest 
will not be lessened through a scarcity 
of hands. Farming is nota steady oc- 
cupation, for it has its seasons of ex- 
acting demand and seasons of leisure. 
The farmer expects to obtain his year- 
ly returns from his times of strenuous 
effort and times of relaxation. He also 
expects to be able to obtain workers 
for the busy season and leave ‘them 
idle, so far as his work is concerned, 
during the balance of the year. The 
farmer’s returns pay him for the wait- 
ing months as well as for the busy 
months, but the employee does not 
receive sufficient for his periods of 
work to maintain him during the 
months of idleness. This is one of the 
obstacles i. the way of farm develop- 
ment under the wage system. If farm- 
ers would become employers they 
must, as far as possible, adopt meth- 
ods that will make a continuous de- 
mand forthe services of their em- 
ployees. 


Employers in other occupations rec- 
ognize this necessity and conform to 
it. Farmers must endeavor to find 
some meang of profitably utilizing the 
labor of their employees during what 
ig now the idle time. Unless this can 
be done the wage system cannot be 
satisfactorily introduced in farming. 
Another obstacle is the easy access to 
unused opportunities. Men will not 
become employees when they can ob- 
tain farms and work for themselves. 
Perhaps it will be ultimately an ad- 
vantage if the wage system cannot be 
made gatisfactory in agriculture and 
each man seeks his returns by culti- 
vating land. to the extent of his own 
capacity. The ultimate product would 
not be less but greater than under the 
wage system.—Toronto Globe. 7

italist farmér or the farming corpor- 
ation. That would be a. pity. Where 
the two have equal opportunities, the 
small or middle-sized ‘farme> has 
always beaten the big farmer and 
the farming corporation in competi- 
tion. There are only two conditions 
under which the big capitalist farm-~° 
er has woc out. ‘she first is where 
he has had a large. supply of cheap 
labor Sugh ps uals or gangs of 
coolle laboféfs, wiich he could di- 
rect and control. ‘The independent 
small farmer who work; with his, 
own. hands has’ then found himself 
compelled to” compcte with these 
cheap laborers, and he has had a 
“hard row to hoe.” The other condi- 
tion is where the big farmer, or the 
big farming corporation has had 
some advantage in bargaining. If he 
can buy his guppies to better ad- 
vantage, if he can secure capital -on 
‘more favorable terms, if he can sel 
his produce to better advantage, he» 
Diay succeed’ in competition with the 
small farmer. But when it comes 
to the real work of production, as 
distinct from barg:.ining—that is, as 
distinct from hiring labor, borrowing. 
capital, buying supplies, or selling 
produce—the small farmer can beat 
him and eventuall: run him out of 
business. That is, today, as a pro- 
ducer, the small farmer has no equal. 
As a bargainer, he is often at a dis 
advantage. 

Here is where the banker may 
come in and amply justify his exis 
tence. It !. not enough that he sit in 
his offica and scrutinize the secur- 
ity and collateral of the would-be 
borrower. That is the job of a 
cashier, or some ore without discre- 
tion, who must follow fixed rates. 1]: 
is the banker's Job to see that the 
money which Jones borrowed is so 
used as to pretty surely provide him 
with the money with which to pay 
his debt when it is due. By this ts 
meant that the banker's function is 
to fimance productive’ enterprises, 
and hjs first qualification is the 
ability to decide what is and what 
is not a productive enterprise. That 
is what a good investor is. The 
banker, especially the country bank- 


jer, ought to be a good judge of in- 


vestments,--Fhere-may be room for a 
finer differentiation of functions in 
a city, where some. bankers may be 
financiers, and others mere custod- 
fans of ‘unds, to receive deposits, on 
the other hand, anc lend them out on 
good security on the cther. But a 
country banker must be both. 


Make Yourself a Neighborhood Leader 
The call is for leaders. The call is 
for plain farmers and farmers’ wives 
and farm boys and farm girl to make 
themselves leaders in their neighbor- 
hoods—leaders for new methods of 
farmiitg, and leaders also in new 
methods of farm living. : 
The old individualistic un-Christian 
way of living must be forever done 
away with. The old doctrine of “Every 
man for himself and the devil take 
the hindermost” must give way to the 
new doctrine, ‘Bear ye one another's 
burdens.’ Co-operation is the master 
word of the new century. Whole 
neighborhoods must learn to work to 
gether.—The Progressive Farmer,
